He was ixiru at Chicopee Falls, on 
March 25, IN50, and was tile third son 
of Rev. R. K. Bellamy, for 35 years the 
pastor of the Baptist church at Chicopee 
Falls. 
After finishing 
a course at 
Union college, he completed his educa­ 
tion by a year of European travel aud 
study and by the study of law. He was 
at 21 years of age admitted to the bar 
of Hampden county, Mass. 
From tin* legal profession he went 
into journalism, aud for several years 
w a s assistant editor of the Springfield 
Union. 
From there he went to New 
York city to accept a position as edi­ 
torial writer on the New York Evening 
Post, w here he was engaged for about 
erne year, whim he returned to Spring­ 
field* and iu eo-partnership with his 
brother, C. J. Bellamy, started the 
Spnntteld Daily News.

The use of poison in any manner or 
of ex plosive bullets is absolutely prohib­ 
ited, and be who uses them puts himself 
outside the pale of civilization. The 
new dumdnm, or mushrooming bullet, 
teems not to be prohibited, though it is 
open to the same objection as the ex plo­ 
sive ball.

all civil laws would necessarily cease. 
Probably the ordinary process of law 
would go on much as before, except at 
the seat of actual hostilities. It would 
be iii the discretion of the military com­ 
manders to say just how far they would 
go. They might also permit the Spanish 
magistrates to retain their offices on 
taking oath of temporary allegiance to 
the United States. 
Spanish subjects 
would not necessarily or even probably 
be expelled from the United States, al­ 
though they would be forbidden to com­ 
municate with their friends at home. 
It is entirely permissible under the 
laws of war, says this treatise, for an 
enemy to bombard an unfortified oity 
without giving the least warning of his 
purpose, although he may, if be so de­ 
sires, give time for noncombatants to 
be removed. This is ordinarily done, 
though if time were in question it 
might easily be disregarded. 
Flags, 
usually yellow, are put up iii such 
cases to mark the locations of hospitals, 
aud the enemy is required to avoid tir­ 
ing on them. Considering the manner 
in which the Spanish huve murdered 
the rebel wounded in all hospitals that 
they have captured, it seems improbable 
that they will observe this rule. To 
compel them to do so we should have to 
resort to retaliation, and it is improba­ 
ble this country would permit such a 
course. Of course, it is an act of infa­ 
mous bad faith for the attacked town to 
put up false hospital flags, though there 
have been occasions when the enemy 
has requested a town about to be bom­ 
barded to designate museums, libraries 
and art collections by flags, so as to 
avoid their destruction. 
The use of poison in any manner or 
of explosive bullets is absolutely prohib­ 
ited, and be who uses them puts himself 
outside the pale of civilization. The 
new dumdum, or mushrooming bullet, 
seems not to be prohibited, though it is 
open to the same objection as the explo­ 
sive ball. Retaliation is allowable in 
oase of dire necessity, though its prac­ 
tice is strongly deprecated by all civilis­ 
ed powers. 
The Red Gross is supposed to be abso­ 
lutely inviolable. All property belong­ 
ing to the government of the enemy 
may bs seised and converted to use. 
Church and school property is generally 
held to be exempt from permanent con­ 
fiscation, though it may be temporarily 
used. Museums and art works may be 
carried off and held pending the deter­ 
mination of their ownership by treaty 
of peace. 
Private property, including money or 
other valuables, found on the persons of 
prisoners, says Mr. Lieber, is not to be 
confiscated except in oase of extreme 
necessity. As a matter of fact, there 
will always be some robbery sometimes, 
but there is less robbery than in times 
of peace. Correspondents, sutlers, eto., 
may be held as prisoners of war. Chap­ 
lains, doctors, nurses, etc., are not ex­ 
cept in extreme oases. Prisoners may be 
shot if they attempt to escape, bnt can­ 
not be legally punished after recaptura 
It is against the osages of modern war 
to refuse to give quarter exoept when in 
extreme danger through being incum­ 
bered by prisoners or in the oase of 
troops who masquerade in the enemy’s 
uniform or who fight without authoriza­ 
tion by their government. Flags of truce 
are inviolable, but firing is not required 
to cease on their appearance, and should 
the bearer be killed by accident it fur­ 
nishes no ground for complaint 
According to the United States laws, 
the persons of the residents of the coun­ 
tries they may invade are inviolate, and 
any violation of this, especially in the

Both library aud museum date their 
existence from the late civil war, whose 
horrors and sufferings prompted a pro­ 
found studv of m ilitary medicine aud 
surgery. In 1862, Surgeon General Ham­ 
mond directed all medical officers of 
the army “ to collect and forward to the 
office of the surgeon general all speci­ 
mens of morbid anatomy, surgical or 
medical, which may be regarded as 
valuable, together with projects^ and 
foreign bodies removed, and suck, other 
m atters as may prove of interest.” The 
office of the surgeon general possessed 
about 350 books on medical subjects at 
that time, when congress legislated to 
appropriate $5,000 yearly for the pur­ 
chase of reference books to be used in. 
the compilation of the “ Medical and 
Surgical History of the War. ” In 1865, 
Dr. John S. Billings, U. S. A., was 
placed in charge of the embryo enter­ 
prise and his wide, grasping mind in­ 
stantly seized this opportunity to lay 
the foundation of a national medical 
library.

The danger th at we m ight find our­ 
selves oblig« *<l to dep art from Our trad i­ 
tional jwlicy of op p osition to large 
standing armies. 
The risk of losing some of the abso­ 
lute iiidcp i‘iideuce of action th at has 
hitherto lM*eii the chief feature of our 
foreign p olicy. 
The disadvantage of adm itting anoth­ 
er p ower into such intim ate relations 
that it m ight claim a voice in the set­ 
tlem ent of p urely American m atters. 
Tlie enormous exp ense in w hich we 
m ight become involved for ohj« x;ts of no 
imim>diato interest to Americans. 
The p robability th at such an alliance 
would embroil us w ith other p owers 
th at were our friends when England 
was not one and th at m ight be exp ect­ 
ed to continue so if w e m aintained our 
isolation. 
On the whole, it may be said th at 
w hile the discussion of an alliance m ay 
not lie p rem ature, its ooiiclusion would 
be in p resent conditions. 
W e are en­ 
gaged just now ill a little w ar w ith 
Sp ain. 
Wo certainly need no assistance 
for th a t 
B ut if throe or four of the 
great p owers of Europ e should form a 
syudicate and undertake to gouge us out 
of our victory, as they did w ith Jap an, 
we m ight l» e glad to have England’s 
help . 
On the other hand, we certainly have 
no desire to accomp any England around 
the globe, standing guard over her w ith 
a gun w hile she dump s such African, 
Asiatics^ and Oceanic valualiles as she 
can lift into her Img. 
But if any conti­ 
nental combination should set uixin 
B ritannia and threaten to do her serious 
liarni we think it safe to say th at such 
a combination would have to reckon 
w ith Uncle Sam. 
That is as far as the 
p roject of an alliance seems likely to go 
at p resent.—New York Journal.

On the other hand, we certainly have 
no desire to accompany England around 
the globe, standing guard over her with 
a gun whilo she dumps such African, 
Asiatic^ and Oceanic valuables as she 
can lift into her luig. But if any conti­ 
nental combination should set upon 
Britannia and threaten to do her serious 
harm we think it safe to say that such 
a combination would have to reckon 
with Uncle Sam.

BRIGADE OF CANADIANS.
